TOUR 

I had the opportunity to 
visit some of the western 
states during the past two 
weeks while on vacation, 
After going on this trip 
which included Mississi- 
ppi, Louisiana, Texas, New 
México, Arizona, Nevada 
and California, I formed 
some definite opinions, 

The thing that impressed 
me most was the fact that 
s0 much of the west 
receives so little rainfall 
that they do not produce 
the grass that we do for 
cattle. lam more convinced 
than ever that here in Cof- 
fee County and the Wire- 
grass, we can greatly in- 
crease the production of 
beef cattle, 

I visited the L, B. J. 
ranch near Stonewall, Tex- 
as. His 430 acres of land 
was green, He has the 
Pedernales River running 
right in front of his house, 


I noticed three big diesel 
pumps pumping water out of 
the river and onto pasture 
lands in back of his house, 
His ranch is an exception, 
I saw very little irrigation 
of pastures’ elsewhere, 
However, I did see lots of 
cotton, alfalfa, corn and 
grain sorghum being irri- 
gated, 


PEANUTS 

Chapple Curington, who 
lives out the Ozark Highway 
from Enterprise, has some 
of the finest Florigiant pea~ 
nuts I[ have seen, In fact, 
they have already covered 
the ground and look like 
peanuts would ordinarily 
look the first of August, 
Curington usually plants 
just as soon after April 1 
as he can, [ believe, though, 
he was a little later plant- 
ing this year due to the 
cool weather,

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CREDIT RECORD 

Almost every adult has 
a credit record filed in a 
credit bureau or reporting 
agency. The record has 
facts on jobs, income, sav- 
ings, loans and installment 
buying practices, But the 
record may contain other 
date, like marital status 
and personal history, 

The Fair Credit Report- 
ing Act ~- which went into 
effect in April - - protects 
you from inaccurate in- 
formation that may be used 
to determine eligibility for 
credit, insurance or em- 
ployment, The law guaran- 
tees you the right to know 
what personal data are re- 
ported to those who extend 
credit, provide insurance 
or offer employment, It 
also gives you the right to 
correct false information 
that is being distributed, 

This new credit law gives 
you the right to be told the 
name and address of the 
consumer reporting agency 
when you are denied credit, 
insurance or employment. 
You can examine informa- 
tion in your file at the 
reporting agency when 
credit-status actionistak- 
en against you, You are en- 
title to know the sources 
of information in your file 
and to whom such data 
are given, You can nave this 
data kept confidential ex- 
cept for purposes such as 
credit or a job, You can 
have disputed information 
reinvestigated, false- data 
deleted and notices of de- 
letion sent to those who 
received eronevus reports, 
And you can be informed 
of investigations involving 
interviews with other per- 
sons about your personal 
life, You can also be told 
the kinds of questions being 
asked except for some em- 
ployment purposes, 

I might add that reporting 
agencies can inform you 
when adverse public record 
information is reportedtoa 
povential employer, but this 
isn’t mandatory, You have 
the right to bring civil suit 
in Federal court against 
those not complying with 
the credit act,

TAPES 

How often do you check 
the cash register tape after 
you buy groceries, A sur- 
vey of grocery stores has 
shown that checker errors 
average about one and one- 
half per cent of total sales, 

It’s interesting to note 
in the study mentioned when 
the largest number of er- 
rors were made, One area 
was ringing up produce 
Sales where the checkers 
also weighed and priced the 
item. Another area was in 
split purchases where 
items were priced as mul- 
tiple units but only one item 
was bought, 

In the study, more errors 
were in favor of customer 
than the store, One reason 
for this could be that the 
checker is interested in 
public relations and gives 
the customer the benefit 
of the doubt when prices 
are hard to read, Errors 
on the cash register tape 
seldom would mean very 
much money -- either fay- 
oring you or over-charging 
you, i

courses planned for fall 
quarter we should surpass 
1,500,’’ 

“Let's face it,’’ Guthrie 
declared, “people in the 
Wiregrass are beginning 
to see the many advanta- 
ges offered at Enterprise 
State Junior College and 
they are taking advantage 
of the opportunities right 
here at home to save mon-

Parents Know the Drug Threat ar PROUD PARENTS © 


The Child You Save May Be Your Own 


A MESSAGE FROM 
JACK BRUNSON, MAYOR 
City of Elba, Alabome 


Most of us like to think that the drug threat is a 
problem in some far off big city, but the fact is that we 
have a drug threat in our City and County today, For this 
reason | obtained a series of articles for publication in an 
effort to communicate with as many parents as possible, 
This series, as the title implies, will be to five all par- 
ents in our community some of the latest information on 
drug abuse. 


Today's Subject: More Bad News for 
"Speed" Users (Methampetamines). 


Last week we talked briefly about injected Methampheta- 
mines commonly called in the jargon of the street, “Speed”. 
You'll recall that the effects of using this drug, in this manner, 
were very disturbing to say the least. Now, more bad news 
about “Speed” has come to light. On Thursday, November 5th, 
1970, it was reported by a USC Medical Center team at Los 
Angeles that as many as 204%, of the youths who ‘shoot speed’, 
(take it by injection), may develop a blood vessel disease that 
has been fatal in about 30% of cases detected to date. 

It seems to be indicated the disease kills by blocking blood 
vessels in vital organs such as kidneys and the heart. This 
will be the first deadly disease of the system that doctors have 
found associated with drugs which are abused. 

“Speed"’ is, as we have said, a form of amphetamine — the 
“pep pill’ drug, Users inject it to get a quicker, higher re- 
sponse. According to one doctor, working with the study, per- 
sons who take amphetamines orally to control their appetite 
may possibly be in danger of acquiring the lethal blood vessel 
disease. There were eight doctors on the medical team which 
made the discovery, at USC, from the departments of medi- 
cine, radiology and pathology. Dr. B. Philip Citron, who head- 
ed the team, has a report appearing in the November 5th issue 
of the New England Journal of Medicine. In it he tells of 
extensive studies done on 14 patients; four of them died and 
one is now near death, Eight of the 14 were males and six 
were females. 

Most of those who died succumbed to heart failure or kid- 
ney failure, due to the blockage by scar tissue of blood vessels 
within those organs,. Autopsies showed vessels in the pancreas, 
stomach and small intestines also were severely affected. It 
is hoped that the discovery will hasten the removal from the 
market of amphetamines which reportedly have ‘very little 
therapeutic value’’. LSD is also suspected as cause of the same 
blood vessel disease. 

One interesting case, a woman patient involved in the study 
had been taking 30 pills a day, originally prescribed to control 
her diet. The dosage for that purpose is two pills a day. It 
seems this is a startling example of how diet pills, used under 
a doctor's prescription in the beginning, can get completely out 
of hand quite easily. In my first article I mentioned that the 
purpose of these “‘letters’’ was not to pin the blame for the 
drug problem on anyone. However, one can hardly consider all 
available information on the subject without coming to the 
conclusion that adults have been misusing drugs for many years 
now and have by so doing certainly contributed to the spread 
and increase of the practice. 

Have you checked your medicine chest lately to see what 
dangerous drugs it may contain? Do you know exactly what 
drugs you keep in the house and whether they are potentially 
dangerous in the hands of children or young people? How would 
you feel if one of your children became involved with the mis- 
use of drugs and you found it all started with something he 
found in your medicine chest? F 

We are discussing facts, friends, and considering all possi- 
bilities. That is why some unpleasant subjects are likely to come 
up during our consideration of the national drug problem.

Foam Rubber Passes 
The ‘Pil’ Fire Test 


Carpet manufacturers have 
voluntarily agreed to build a 
higher level of flame retard- 
ance into their products than 
government flammability re- 
quirements demand. 

The carpet producers have 
decided to require all high 
density latex foam rubber 
carpet backings to pass the 
“pill” test. In this test, an 
aspirin-tablet sized chemical 
pill is placed on the carpet, 
and lighted, When the pill is 
consumed, the flames must 
extinguish themselves. The 
fire cannot spread more 
than three inches in any di- 
rection, Present government 
files call for use of the pill 
on the carpet face, but the 
manufacturers have volun- 
turily agreed to test the foam 
rubber backings too.

The national debt has 
doubled in nine years, This 
debt, made up of amounts 
held by the public and fed- 
eral agencies, stood at 
$382,6 billion in 1970, and 
is estimated to be $407 
billion in 1971, and $429,4 
billion in 1972, 

The interest alone onthe 
national debt stands at a 
staggering $21,150 million, 
This is a dramatic increase 
from 1961, when the debt 
was $8.1 million, 

Interest on the national 
debt must be paid. This is 
a priority set explicitly in 
the Constitution, and it 
must be met, regardless 
of the insanity of the Goy- 
ernment’s spending habits, 

Breaking down the $21, 
150 million in more under- 
standable terms, for each 
second of the day, it is 
$670 for interest on the 
national debt. For each 
minute--and we are talk- 
ing about 365 days a year, 
24 hours a day, 60 min- 
utes an hour--the interest 
on the national debt is $40, 
239, 

For each hour of the

Today's Subject: Barbiturates — Depressants 


Barbiturates, unlike Marijuana, Heroin and Hallucinogens, 
are legitimate drugs. However, although they can be and are 
prescribed legally by physicians, they can be extremely dan- 
gerous when misused because normally used they depress the 


central nervous system .. . 
this category are: 


the brain and spinal column, In 


SECONAL, SECOBARBITAL: these are red capsules and 
referred to by drug misusers as ‘Red Devils’? — NEMBUTAL, 
PENTOBARBITAL: these are yellow in color and in capsule 
form also. Slang term is ‘Yellow Jackets’? — TUINAL, AMO- 
WITH SECO-BARBITAL: red and blue (half & half) and called 
‘‘Rainbows"”’ on the street market — AMYTAL, AMOBARBI- 
TAL: all blue capsules, called ‘Blue Heavens’’ by abusers. 

These are all dangerous prescription drugs usually pre- 
scribed as sleeping pills. They are the most commonly found 
barbiturates on the illegal ‘‘street market’. BARBITURATES 
ARE HIGHLY ADDICTIVE. Physical addiction or, as it is call- 
ed, ‘physically hooked”’ users will: 

Require increased doses regularly because the body 
builds a tolerance to these drugs. 
Be depressed, drowsy and demonstrate marked slur- 


red speech. 
Become psychologically dependent, or mentally 
“hooked”’, 


Suffer withdrawal pains if dose is not available and 
can experience nervousness, tremors, convulsions, de- 
lusions, hallucinations and delirium. 

“Tntoxicaticn’’ on barbiturates can range from lethargy to 
deen coma, depending on how much is taken. The trouble is, 
after taking too much the misuser doesn’t rernember how much 
he has taken and often takes more and more until a coma re- 
sults. In addition to these dangerous possibilities, drug users 
often drink alcoholic beverages in addition to taking drugs, at 
the same time they are ‘‘on’’ drugs. It has been nroved that 
barbiturates, when combined with alcohol, can be deadly! In- 
tended or accidental death can result. More people commit sui- 
cide with barbiturates than with guns! 

It is best to keep well in mind the fact that some barbitu- 
rates are obtained by youth from home medicine chests, but 
the vast majority are obtained from ‘‘street markets.’ Most 
barbiturates are made legally in the U.S.A., sold legally to 
Mexican and other foreign firms, and reappear back in the 
U.S.A. on the illegal “street market’ within 6 months, They 
cost about 25c each and are usually packaged in foil wrappers 


containing 4 to 6 for a dollar. 


It is of some comfort to know that stimulants and barbi- 
turates are regulated by the Food and Drug Administration 
under the drug abuse control amendments of 1965. These pro- 
vide for a strict accounting of supplies of the drug by the manu- 
facturer, distributor, and seller, and restrict the user to five 
refills of the prescription, at the discretion of his doctor. There- 
fore, these drugs can be had legally only through a physician. 
Illicit manufacturing and dispensing. of barbiturates can bring 
fines of $1,000 to $10,000 and prison sentences of 1 to 3 years. 
Those convicted of selling the drugs to persons under 21 can 
receive up to $15,000 fines and 5 to 6 years in jail. 

How to handle tell-tale signs of drug abuse in a child will 


be discussed in another article.

If a mobile home owner 
still refuses to buy a tag, 
Mr. Shirley is directed by 
state law toissue a warrant 
for the owner’s arrest, Up- 
on conviction the fine can 
be up to $100 plus court 
cost and citation fee. This 
can easily total $150 plus 
the tag must still be pur- 
chased!
